EDITOR’S WORD 


In reviewing the past year’s publication of 
the Arka-Tech, the first thing to come to my 
mind is the practically unlimited freedom which 
student officials have been allowed in regard to 
editorial policy. In a day which has seen the sup- 
pression or heavy censorship of student journalism 
in many colleges, the administration at Tech has 
continued to maintain their liberal viewpoint. 

The Arka-Tech is fortunate in this respect. 
It is doubtful if there is another college paper in 
the state with more freedom to pursue its ed:tor- 
ial convictions. It is a tribute to the college as 
a whole, and I sincerely hope that no succeeding 
editor ever abuses the freedom by making state- 
ments in the editorial column which cannot be 
supported. It is because of that that the hand 
of censorship has been placed on so many news- 
papers. 

The Arka-Tech had a two-fold aim this year: 
first, to present a clear and unbiased record of 
the campus news, and secondly, to take a definite

national agencies. 

I wish to take this opportunity to express my 
deepest appreciation to the several columnists who 
did so much untiring work, without pay, to make 
the editorial page readable; to the other staff 
members for their work in gathering campus 
news; and to Mr. Alfred J. Crabaugh, journalism 
instructor. Without their help publication would 
have been impossible; I was only front man.

But, in eulogizing the 
1936 edition of Tech’s Wonder Boy gridders—you are referred to members of the 
teams they played. 

Season’s record: Six won, two lost; 258 points for, 51 against, the best offen- 
sive record in the state and the second best defensive mark. 

It’s things like the performance that Tech put up against a heavily-favored, 
more powerful opponent such as De Paul University, even while losing; the game- 
dog tenacity, in the face of some of the most consistent tough breaks ever to occur 
in 60 consecutive minutes of football, while the Wonder Boys were losing to Teach- 
ers—that made Coach John Tucker, at the end of the season, praise the team as the 
best he had ever coached.

But hell soon began to pop. Entering the opening game with Cumberland Uni- 
versity of Lebanon, Tenn., as only slightly more than an even choice, the Wonder 
Boys flashed a running and passing attack that stunned their most ardent support- 
ers. With Wilson and Davis lugging the ball, and Hager, in his first year as a 
regular, throwing passes to Sanford, Wilson, and Gunter, the Green and Gold war- 
riors crossed the goal six times in the lopsided contest. 


TECH 21, KANSAS STATE TEACHERS 0 

Still earmarked with ‘ifs’, the Wonder Boys journeyed 300 miles to Pittsburg, 
Kan., for their next skirmish with the Gorillas of Kansas State Teachers College. 
Smarting from their surprise defeat of the year before by Tech on the same grounds, 
the Gorillas held the Wonder Boy guns under silencers for the first half, but an 
aerial bombardment in the last two periods completely baffled the Gorillas. Hager 
pitched two touchdowns to Sanford and one to Tolliver to account for nineteen 
points, and a Kansas obliged with a safety to make the final score 21 to 0. 


TECH 27, HENDRIX 6 
Definitely stamped as championship calibre, the Wonder Boys then entertain- 
ed their traditional enemies, the Hendrix Warriors, in a Homecoming fest, emerging 
with a 27 to 6 triumph. Rex Wilson sprinted 73 yards from scrmmage to score 
one touchdown; Tolliver raced 30 yards on a pass interception to score another. A 
crowd of over 3,000, including many alumni and former students, witnessed the cli- 
max to the Homecoming festivities.

As a tune-up to the all-important clash with State Teachers, the Wonder Boys 
trampled Magnolia A. and M. under a 44 to 0 count at Magnolia.

Every man on the squad who made 
the trip saw action in the track-meet-like affair. 


TECH3; STATE TEACHERS9 

A perpetual black cat to Tech football—floodlight contests—one again proved 
a jinx when the Techmen invaded the Bears’ den on the night of October 30, at 
Conway. The game was a “natural”, both in newspaper build-up beforehand and 
actual playing thrills. Both teams were undefeated and untied, and the winner was 
expected to go on to clinch the state title. The critics were right—believe it or not— 
in this instance, as, afterward, the triumphant Bruins proceeded on to the diadem. 

The Wonder Boys had a lot of luck in this game—all of it bad. They made 
seventeen first downs to seven for their rivals, and were also well ahead in other 
statistics. With the exception of two high points—an 80-yard run by Montgomery 
and a “‘slickeroo” that brought a touchdown on the first play of the game (the 
grandstand signal-callers are still trying to explain that one), the Techmen held the 
upper hand, but they didn’t have pressure enough to change the final score: Teach- 
ers 19, Tech 13. 

TECH 40, MONTICELLO 6 

Bo Sherman brought an improving Monticello team to Russellville on the af. 
ternoon of November 11 to face the Wonder Boys in the feature of Dads’ Day pro- 
gram, but its improvement was behind the times. It wasn’t rapid enough to cope

days before, the Techmen went through the Boll Weevil line as through so much 
paper, in a return to winning ways. Approximately 300 parents of students were 
in the crowd to watch the Green and Gold hand the Aggies their worst loss of the 
yeat. 
TECH 19, DEPAUL 26 

Reams could be—and have been written—about the Tech-DePaul game. It’s 
old stuff to most fans about the contest being the only intersectional tilt of the 
season in Arkansas. The great record of the Chicagoans was also played up in the 
newspapers long before game time—of their holding the University of Illinois to 
a 9-6 score and Catholic University of Washington, D. C., Orange Bowl champions, 
to 13-7. It was done to such an extent that Tech had been beaten and roasted to 
crisp brown a dozen times before the opening whistle sounded. 


And then things began to happen. In a great mental frame of mind, as com- 
pared to the overconfidence of the Blue Demons, the Wonder Boys, outweighed 
about fifteen pounds per man, immediately carried the fight to Coach Jim Kelley’s 
crew. They crashed over the goal twice to take a 13 to 0 lead before the frantic 
De Paulians found themselves. Then leading at the start of the last half, 13 to 12, 
they crashed over another score, but it still wasn’t quite enough. The superior 
weight of the Demons told in the final score, as their bone-crashing power wore the 
Techmen down. They scored once in each of the last two periods, winning, 26 to 19. 

They won, yes. But Demon players and coaches alike admitted undergoing as 
touch a battle as they had felt all season. The Wonder Boys literally played their

Making a cinder path out of the gridiron, they scored eight 
touchdowns and five extra points to hand the Reddies their worst defeat in the long 
seties of games between the two schools, as well as the worst defeat suffered by the 
visitors the entire year.

It was a strange close to a Tech grid season, however, as traditionally Tech 
football campaigns have ended with the College of the Ozarks. However, this long 
rivalry was terminated in 1936 when the Clarksville school discontinued inter- 
collegiate sports.

Due to the untimely death of Coach Bill Cowan, the reins of the baseball team 


were taken over by Coach John Tucker this season. 

Much interest in collegiate baseball has been lost in the state during the last, 
year, but the team’s record could not be called unimpressive.
